TIT. The Kings of thofe Countries being numerous, they have always endeavour’d to fix a Friendfhip with as many of them as. 
they can, and in the Method of the Natives to make ftri& Alliances, and agree to protect and affift them fo often as they fhall be op- 
_ prefs’d_ by their Neighbours, and upon any urgent Occafion to fupply them with Advice, Arms and Ammunition; and the Natives, 
Madea iicse be _ on their parts, are to bring down and encourage the Trade from the Inland-Countries, to the feveral Settlements, in oppofition to. 

other Exropeans that fhall have Settlements. fs . 


__ IV. Thofe Nations who are ftrongeft, and moft numerous in Settlements; and thofe Alliances, and moft punétual and powerful in 
Kylie fupporting them, always enjoy the beft part of the Trade. 
Gs V. That fo often as the Natives, Allies to different Nations Quarrel, if either Side be not fupported, but happen to be worfted 
Pie Bee or overcome, the Trade to the Settlement, near to and of that Vanquith’d Allye, fhall be intercepted, and fo continue, until by the 
interpofition of fome ftronger Powers, brought about by the Intereft of the European General, can be hired or engaged to efpoufe a Re- 
i conciliation, which they do fometimes by Perfuafions, and bile 3 Force, and that often Occafions chargeable and tedious Wars. 
ah VI. That Fortifications, where they are of different Nations, and lye contiguous, fhould fome have thofe Alliances, and fupport 
ete _ them, and others have not an equal Intereft and Regard thereof, thofe laft fhould have no manner of Trade or Benefit by fupporting 
MPs re Settlements, but muft of Courfe relinquifh them. 


ef Vil. This Support of Alliances, occafions a very great Pollicy,Care and Expence, efpecially where Settlements of different Interefts 
sie are numerous, and Allies very many. ; 4 
VIL. The Natives Allies are kept the moft frm and conftant, where they have the greateft Support and Dependance ; and ’tis with 

the greateft Charge and Difficulty imaginable to continue their Friendship, if either be wanting. 

IX. Thofe who by Joint Stocks build Settlements, they are their Property, and the Goods in them belong to one and the fame In- 
tereft ; and the Natives, their Allies, have no Trade with any but them, and alfo make it theit bufinefs to bring the Inland-Natives 
Fined to-their Settlements, whereby they become wholly dependant on the Intereft they efpoufe. 4 

X- The Fortifications and Trade being in one and the fame Intereft, fometimes at very great Charge, they do, for the benefit of 

_ Trade, fupport their Native Allies, as well as their feveral Settlements, and, as often as Occafion ‘requires, give them Prefents, and 
keep them under a Pollicy of Management, the better and more certainly to have their Friend fhip. 

XI. Having concerted thofe Alliances, they make the mo advantage they can of them and upon all Opportunities, when other 
Exropean Traders fall under Hard hips, Mifunderftandings or Difficulties, the Native Allies of the Contrary Party are encourag’d to: 
increafe it, in hopes to find their End therein by Improvement of their own Tradeand Interett, 

This is, and ever hath been the conftant Policy and Praétice of the Dutch on the Coaft of Africa.
